The new pebble-bed reactors are darned 
impressive (tinyurl.com/5fcu6). But we agree 
it's a last resort, and wonder if the premier’s 
stand means the province will be promoting 
more alternative energy. Solar, wind, and 
other options are gaining in popularity due 
to the insane rise in oil prices. It makes 
sense to promote more research, develop- 
ment and manufacturing of solar and wind 
products in oil-rich Alberta, not only to get 
a share of this rapidly increasing market, but 
to ensure a good economy for the future of 
the province, when oil will be either redun-

The US government 
can easily pick up the tab for people 
inconvenienced by bad weather—if 
helping them is a priority. That goes 
double for Katrina, a disaster caused 
by the government's conscious deci- 
sion to eliminate the $50 million pit- 
tance needed to improve New 
Orleans’ levees. 

For US leaders, the optional war 
against Iraq is such a priority, which 
the Congressional Budget Office 
expects to cost $600 billion by 2010. 
That's four or five Katrinas right 
there. (That's also where the levee 


their parochial, often religious, agen- 
das. It’s also way too expensive. In 
the final analysis, after the floodwa- 
ters have receded and the poor 
neighbourhoods of New Orleans 
have been razed under eminent 
domain, major charities will be lucky 
if they've managed to raise one per 
cent of the total cost of Katrina. Con- 
gress, recognizing the reality that 
only the federal government pos- 
sesses the means to deal with the 
calamity, has already allocated $58 
billion—over 70 times the amount 
raised by charities—to flood relief 


a case against giving money to chari- 
ties compares to lobbying against 
puppies. The impulse to donate, 
after all, is rooted in our best human 
traits. As we watched New Orleani- 
ans die of thirst, disease, and anar- 
chic violence in the face of Bush 
Administration disinterest and local 
government incompetence, millions 
of us did the only thing we thought 
we could to do to help: cut a check \ 
or click a PayPal button. Tragically, 
that generosity feeds into the mind- 
set of the sinister ideologues who 
argue that government shouldn't 
help people—the very mindset that 
caused the levee break that turned 
Katrina into a holocaust and led to 
official unresponsiveness. And it is 
already setting the stage for the next 
avoidable disaster. 

It’s time to “starve the beast’: pri- 
vate charities used by the govern- 
ment to justify the abdication of its 
duties to its citizens. :

DO YOU BELIEVE IN HELL? I DO, BUT 
not the punitive afterlife of fire and 
brimstone, scalding lake of shit vari- 
ety. More likely to me is the mun- 
dane sort of hell-on-Earth template, 
custom-tailored to each individual 
sinner’s personal circumstances. 

Case in point: Brian Mulroney, 
Canada’s 18th Prime Minister and 
one poor sod who can’t catch an 
even break. Even at the height of his 
popularity as leader of the Progres- 
sive Conservative party, nobody 
appeared to like the man. He engi- 
neered the two major policies that 
are responsible for Canada’s current- 
ly solid financial footing, NAFTA 
and the GST, but does he get any 
credit for them? Nope. Instead, folks 
like to focus on Mulroney's big fail- 
ures—the Meech Lake constitutional 
debacle and the spectacular crash 
and burn of the federal Progressive 
Conservative party in the 1993 gen- 
eral election, after he had handed 
leadership of the party to Kim 
Campbell. 


NO SELL OUT? 

For most, it’s probably been so 
long since they last thought of BM as 
an egomaniac, or a patronage 
appointment-making machine, or 
scandal-courting scoundrel that they 
can hardly remember why anymore. 
Peter C. Newman’s new book, The 
Secret Mulroney Tapes will definitely 
help in that regard. But, for the for- 
mer Prime Minister, who believed at 
one time that the conversations 
would be the source of his vindica- 
tion, Newman’s book has proven to 
be a knife in the back. 

Author Joan Didion once said, 
“Writers are always selling some- 
body out.” Peter C. Newman agrees 
and disagrees, depending on whose 
perspective you're considering. 
“That's not quite true,” he says. 
“People feel that they’re sold out. 
Mulroney feels betrayed. Has he 
been betrayed? I would argue no, 
but he feels betrayed, so the feeling 
is there.” 

Not only is the feeling there, but 
so are the accusations, from the 
moment the book became public— 
that Mulroney didn’t know the tape 
recorder was there, that he knew the 
recorder was there but thought it 
was for something else, that the tim- 
ing of the book was calculated to 
hurt Mulroney—prompting New- 
man to issue an article last week to 
set the record straight. “It wasn’t 
pleading or defensive, it just said, 
‘Hey, this is the way it happened,” 
says Newman. “I wasn’t saying I’m 
sorry I did it, I was just saying, ‘Let’s 
not buy this propaganda from his 
flacks.’” 

But for all the accusations of 
betrayal from the Mulroney camp, 
Peter C. Newman and his new book 
may have done the big blowhard the 
sort of good turn that all the public 
relations flacks in the world could 
never have accomplished: triggering, 
a Canadian reassessment of BM. 
Only days after the book’s release, 
Stories began popping up like weeds

We haven't fin- 
ished with him. People were either 
violently for him or violently against 
him; it’s all out in the open again, 
they're fighting the same old bat- 
tes.” 


A HARD TRUTH 

Not only does The Secret Tapes 
dish the dirt on all the behind-the- 
scenes dealings and expose Mul- 
roney’s immense ego, the vastness of 
his insecurity and his frequently pro- 
fane sense of humour, but doing all 
this, it makes an argument that BM’s 
supporters have always had a diffi- 
cult time finding an audience for— 
that just because you hate the guy, it 
doesn’t mean he was always wrong. 
Could it come to pass that Canadi- 
ans will reconsider the man most 
have come to call Lyin’ Brian, maybe 
even come to appreciate him? New- 
man says, “Well, yeah, especially if 
you compare him to his successors. 
He had the bad luck to follow 
Trudeau, who was supposed to be 
this great political wizard, even 
though Mulroney won 57 more seats 
in ‘84 than Trudeau did at the height 
of Trudeaumania. Certainly, com- 
pared to Chretien and Martin, he 
looks pretty good. 

“He knew what he wanted to do 
and he did it, he took some risks... 
the GST’s a good example because 
we all hate the GST, so he was a vil- 
lain because he put it in. So what 
happens next?

BRIAN DEEDRICK IS A GLEEFUL MAN— 
as gleeful as a small boy with a toad 
in his pocket. Asked to reveal the 
source of said delight, he comes up 
with the almost expected—“After a 
season on the road, we're back in 
the Jubilee Auditorium”—before 
revealing the really big news. 

“Filumena, our season opener is 
being filmed for broadcast.” 

It's the first time in almost 20 
years such an endeavour has been 
undertaken says Deedrick. “The last 
full scale opera [in Canada] was in 
filmed in the late ‘80’s and the pro- 
duction was the Canadian Opera 
Company's La Bohéme. It’s a huge 
undertaking. The film will be fin- 
ished by the end of January, and 
then sometime in the winter or 
spring, if there’s ever a CBC again, 
it will air on the Opening Night 
series.” 

The news comes upon the heels 
of news that the opera company is 
in “pretty damn good financial 
shape.” Deedrick says the smaller 
venues of last year, and the edgy 
fare made ticket selling a bit of a 
slog with the old faithfuls, but 
thanks to brave performing arts. 
patrons and several grants, legacies, 
and extra careful cost-control, the 
opera exceeded their net goal by 
$181,000. Finances have coupled 
with the Jube’s recent facelift and 
set Edmonton Opera on a firm path 
for the new season. The improved 
acoustics will make opera going an 
even richer experience, but 
Deedrick has backed the new bells 
and whistles with three produc- 
tions culled from vastly different 
periods of operatic history. 

First up is Filumena, an operatic 
account of Filumena Lassandro, the 
Jast woman to be hanged in Alber- 
ta. With the Filumena caught up in 
a bootlegging scheme, the plot goes 
wrong and a constable is mur- 
dered, leaving her to hang. Written 
by two Alberta artists—playwright 
John Murrell and ex ESO Compos- 
er-in-Residence John Estacio, Filu- 
mena is Edmonton Opera’s way of 
celebrating the provincial cente- 
nary, says Deedrick sipping at an 
early morning coffee. 

“Lam absolutely thrilled to be 
able finally to bring this opera to 


Edmonton. It’s a wonderful story 
that will resonate with the audi- 
ence—she was hanged in Fort 
Saskatchewan, about twenty min- 
utes away from here.” 

The imminent filming adds an 
exciting dimension nationally too, 
says Deedrick. “It’s a Canadian 
opera about a piece of Alberta his- 
tory. [Opera companies] don’t usu- 
ally geta chance to see what each 
other is doing, so this will show 
Edmonton artistically with the 
Banff connection and the Calgary 
connection.” 

Landing the second production 
of the season—Robert LePage’s 
production of Bart6k’s Bluebeard’s 
Castle and Schoenberg’s 
Erwartung—is a coup which has 
Deedrick rubbing his hands in glee. 
A property of the Canadian Opera 
Company, the production is a sig- 
nature one, and, despite having 
played internationally, hasn’t been 
released to a smaller regional Cana- 
dian company until now. The tales 
of love and anguish are rendered in 
an experience which “is like noth- 
ing you've ever imagined. We're 
not sure if Robert LePage will actu- 
ally be coming to town with the 
production, but his associate will 
definitely be here. It’s years since 
his work has appeared in Edmon- 
ton, and there’s a thirst on the part 
of opera and theatre audiences to 
see this kind of world-class event. 
This is a production anyone who 
loves theatre must come to see.” 

In the spring, Deedrick will take 
the helm as director of La Bohéme, 
Puccini's classic love story of artists 
and Paris. “We have the permission 
of the Hole family to present this in 
memory of Lois Hole. It was her 
favourite opera. I cry whenever I 
see it or hear it!” 

In putting together this 42nd sea- 
son, Deedrick says he strove to 
keep the off-balance excitement of 
the last year on the road present. 
“We're pushing the envelope this 
year—there’s only one classic on 
the list, but last year attracted so 
many new faces to what we do that 
I don’t want to lose the momen- 
tum.”

A CONVERSATION WITH EVER-AFFA- 
ble actor/performers Al Simmons 
and Steve Ross is not only wonder- 
fully animated and entertaining, it’s 
also not particularly linear. 

Subjects touched upon ambled 
from the nature of vaudeville to the 
challenges undertaken remounting a 
show to the proper storage of life- 
sized promotional cutouts of your- 
self to the necessary grinding of cre- 
ative gears as you shift from show to 
show to the similarities they see 
between themselves and their won- 
derfully uncomplicated characters. 

Mind you, the slightly surreal and 


atypical nature of my conversation 
might have been influenced by the 
fragmented nature of our interview, 
conducted a week before their 
show—A Year with Frog and Toad— 
opens at the Citadel Theatre. 

Fragmented because it took place 
as we zipped around the Southside 
ina stretch limo (the Citadel's trans- 
portation company ran out of vans), 
going from bookstore to library to 
bookstore doing a trio of readings 
culled from the popular series of 
three children’s books by Arnold 
Lobel that inspired the musical 
about the two contrasting amphib- 
ians. 

The conversation started with the 
delightful children’s stories the pair 
was going to be reading in the fami- 
ly-oriented production of Tony 
Award-nominated Broadway musi- 
cal and the responsibility actors 
shoulder when they embody such 
canonic literary properties. 

“Teachers in particular are read- 


ing these stories so reverentially and 
talk to their students after school 
matinees as if they were going over 
Shakespeare,” says Simmons. “They 
really care about how the stories are 
chosen and told.” 

Purists can rest easy, however. 
“This musical is very true to the feel 
of the books, including ending 
scenes with us posing in tableau to 
give the sense of book-like illustra- 
tions.” 

Simmons plays the boundlessly 
happy and optimistic Frog, while 
Ross plays Frog’s more pessimistic 
and worry-warted friend Toad ina 
seasonally oriented play document- 
ing the anthropomorphic animals’ 
adventures. Jan Skene, Geoffrey 
Tyler, and Jennifer Villaverde com- 
plete the cast of the first le 
musical produced as ene 
Citadel's Atco Gas KidsPlay Series. 

The world premiere of the musi- 
cal took place at the Children’s The- 
atre Company (Minneapolis) in 2002 


with a Broadway run starting in 
April, 2003. The Canadian premiere 
was presented by the Manitoba The- 
atre for Young People at the Can- 
West Global Performing Arts Centre 
last year. This Citadel production 
reunites the whole Winnipeg cast. 

“It’s really exciting to be able to 
revisit the show because it’s such a 
brilliant valentine to vaudeville,” 
says Simmons, a performer who 
knows a little bit something about 
the vaudeville style. 

For the past 35 years, Simmons 
has made an international career of

Yeah, everybody still goes on as if

perfectly honed sense of passive- 
aggressive rage by John Kirkpatrick 
and Sue Huff. 

You know the drill: the couple 
finds themselves working harder 
and harder to maintain their perfect 
lives filled with everything they’ ve 
ever wanted: the job, the coffeemak- 
er, the mojitos drunk on the beaches 
of Cuba. The rub is that they aren’t 
sure they like any of it, starting with 
the jobs and dribbling down to their 
de rigueur boy-child, who turns out 
to be a little monster who won't stop 
crying—talk about a blunt 
metaphor for the ill prospects/bad 
mood of the next generation. 

Their economically driven exis- 
tential crisis comes to a head when 
they decide to dump an old friend 
(James MacDonald’s Mark, a beauti- 
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almost immediately delivered 

Overall, the Moss-led take on the 
play is spot-on and intellectually 
deft, thanks to the four brilliant per 
formances—hitting all of the play’s 
vicious laughs without descending 
into caricature or pathos—and 
every production detail, from Roger 
Schultz's scarily modern and slight- 
ly surreal design to Darrin Hagen’s 
subtle score and soundscape 

My only complaint is with the 
script itself 

Given Archambault's desire to 
make a strong statement about the 
dying American Dream and the cost 
of late capitalist society, why does 
he pull so many punches and give 
us so few real details of the couple's 
working life? Not only is this politi- 
cally weak of him, it’s also a dramat- 
ic weakness, because the dips into the 
generic are also way distancing.

UK tastemaker doesn’t sweat 
the techinque-he shares it

“| THINK I CAME IN AT THE COMPLETE- 
ly right time,” recalls Carl Cox. 
“All events and raves in the UK 
were hardcore techno and drum 
‘n’ bass, but then going to 
Europe, you'd hear this com- 
pletely different sound on labels 
like Eye Q and F Communica- 
tions, and I would bring it back to 
the UK. Unbelievable music. Of 
course, when people heard the 
first records, and found so much 
emotion and feeling—the good 
trance—they loved it.” 

Even though Carl Cox had 
been plying his trade as a DJ 
since the late 1970s, spinning 
disco and soul and, later, house, 
and although he’d made a few 
tracks for Paul Oakenfold’s Per- 
fecto label in its first incarnation, 
his career was fairly nondescript 
through the days of hardcore in 
the early ‘90s. Instead of latching 
on to the popular sound of the 
day, Cox gained success by going 
against the grain of UK rave. Get- 
ting techno fans to like trance, 
and vice-versa, is pretty much 
impossible, but Cox got the two 
musics to make sweet, sweet love 
and got everybody on the floor 
for 1995’s F.A.C.T. set—the set 
that elevated him to his now leg- 
endary status. F.A.C.T. sold over 
a quarter of a million copies and 
is easily one of the best mix sets 
ever produced. It helped Carl set 
up future labels like Worldwide 
Ultimatum, Intec, and 23, 
cemented his elevated reputation, 
and provided a constant touring 
schedule, which will stay full as 
long as he wants to keep spin- 
ning. 

ROCKING HIS SPOT 

After the F.A.C.T., Cox was rec- 
ognized as the undisputed best 
DJ in the world as far as fans 
were concerned. Mix CDs— 
while never reaching F.A.C.T.’s 
success—were still events, and 
Cox was named “Best DJ” year 
after year in UK mags. But tags 
like “Best” and Number One” 
have never meant much to Cox. 

“T’ve never done this for any- 
thing else except the enjoyment 
of music,” says Cox. “I still love 
walking into a club and think- 
ing, ‘I’ve got a bunch of music in 
my bag that’s going to kill this 
place.’ It’s taken a long, long 
way to get here, and it’s all been 
done on merit. But now it’s all 
done with votes on the Internet 
and people lobby for votes. It’s 
like trying to run for a political 
spot.” 

He sums it up perfectly. “If 
you play and you rock a spot, 
that’s all it should be about.” 

One thing Cox has always 
championed is techno. Regard- 
less of its popularity, he’s always 
featured the sounds in his sets 
and on his Intec label. “No mat- 
ter what the fashion, I will find 
the stuff for me,” he asserts. 
“Techno, techhouse, and some 
sounds of drum ‘n’ bass and 
breaks I still find cutting edge. It 


seems to still cross the line 
beyond belief and push the 
music forward.” 

But proper placement of such 
tracks is also important to him. 
“For instance, there’s this bang- 
ing track called ‘Metal Alloy’ by 
Phil Kieran. Now, if I play it at 
the beginning of a set, it'll clear 
the floor and not reach people 
properly. But, if I get the journey 
going with something house-y 
and build a set, when I drop the 
track later on when the dance- 
floor’s going, people will have 
their hands in the air and be lov- 
ing it. 

“Techno is true underground 
music. It’s pushing your buttons. 
It's making you think.” 


FINAL VINYL 

How he delivers the tracks to 
the crowd, though, has under- 
gone major changes as well. Like 
many, Cox is now a fan of CDs. 
‘I still love walking 
into a club and 
thinking, “I’ve got 
a lot of music in my 
bag that’s going to 
kill this place.”

“I’ve dropped the vinyl but not 
because it’s a format that I disre- 
spect. Firstly, you can travel 
with your CDs—with vinyl you 
always risked the airline losing 
it, and you had no backup. Also, 
most people, when they make 
tracks, can’t afford to press it on 
vinyl, but what they can afford is 
to put it on a CD, or send it in an 
email, which provides a lot of 
opportunity. 

“There’s a lot more you can do 
with a CD than with vinyl with 
the players that are out there 
now—sampling, looping. I get 
three CD decks and you can doa 
lot more than you can do with 
vinyl. Turntablism for me was 
something that was more popu- 
lar in the ’80s and ‘90s. CDs area 
new era. But I do still have vinyl 
everywhere,” he laughs. 

The future of his career 
involves continuing to unearth 
new talent for Intec and creating 
interactive sets elsewhere. “At 
the moment, I’ve been on the 
road with the ‘Carl Cox and 
Friends’ tour,” he enthuses. “We 
create this live element with 
bass, drums and percussion. 
Soon I'll be taking that through 
the US for a tour. Kind of a rock 
show element, and we'll create 
that whole sound live for 40 
dates with drummers and 
vocalist. Throughout the evening 
I'll spin and then every 40 min- 
utes or so bring out a new per- 
former. It’s a difficult thing but 
you're definitely starting to see 
other people doing that.”

TO STUDY THE LAST YEAR IN THE LIFE 
of The Arcade Fire is to discover a 
group of artists whose staggering 
abilities more than transcend the 
nearly suffocating attention lavished 
upon them. It’s also a fascinating 
story of a group of Canadians who 
will be joining U2 on their next tour 
and whose most recent New York 
show saw them perform a two-song 
encore with David Bowie—on one 
of these songs he provided backing 
vocals. 

All it takes is a listen to the 
group’s debut full-length master- 
work, Funeral, to understand the 
rapt adulation. It’s is the type of 
album bands take years to perfect, 
and The Arcade Fire is the type of 
band everyone loves to love. 

A Canadian indie-rock mainstay 
in his own right (thanks to shifts 
with Kepler, Snailhouse and a 
stream of others), drummer Jeremy 
Gara accepted an invitation to join 
The Arcade Fire with little idea of 
the ride he and his bandmates were 
in for.

INCENDIARY RESPONSE 

“While I was touring with another 
band, the Pitchfork review came 
out,” says Gara. The popular Intermet 
indie-rock bible gave Funeral a rating 
of 9.7/10 and has followed the band 
ever since. “Nobody's complaining, 
but it’s been pretty out of control,” 
says Gara. 

Formed around the husband-and- 
wife team of Win Butler and Régine 
Chassagne (not to mention a ever- 
expanding group of backing players, 
including Butler's younger brother 
Will and Final Fantasy’s Owen Pal- 
lett), The Arcade Fire have been 
impressing people from their earliest 
days in Montreal, opening for The 
Unicorns and The Hidden Cameras. 
For Gara, the chance to be part of The 
Arcade Fire's live incarnation was an 
opportunity he knew he had to take. 

“Even before | joined and just saw 
them opening for The Unicorns, 
there’s always been this kind of play- 


every-show-like you-have-to-win- 
every-single-person-over mentality, 
and everyone's always given 110 per 
cent,” he says. “It’s the first band I’ve 
ever been in where every single per- 
son's giving their absolute whole all 
of the time.” 

And since Gara’s enrolment, the 
trajectory of The Arcade Fire has 
approximated that of a snowball 
down a ski-hill—gaining momen- 
tum and size with each week, to the 
point where, some of the most influ- 
ential names in rock are playing 
along. Of their recent live appear- 
ances with Bowie, Gara (and the rest 
of the group) remain suitably 
starstruck. “That was surreal,” he 
says. “It was the first time he’s 
played since his heart attack awhile 
ago, and it was so beautiful. He came 
out, we just put him in front of a 
microphone, and he just went for it. 1 
couldn’t—I can’t—believe this is 
happening.” 

But don’t expect The Arcade Fire 
to shy away from their heroes either. 
“We're totally in everybody's face 
and when there’s somebody in our 
crowd who we love and respect, we 
chase after them. David Byrne came 
toa couple of shows and when we 
spotted him there, we just ended up 
e-mailing him. We actually played 
one of his songs [Naive Melody” 
while he was in the audience, and 
while we were playing it people 
were bugging him about it. We e- 
mailed to quietly apologize, and by 
our next show he was up onstage 
singing with us.” 


GOING BACK TO CHURCH 

Still, with loving praise comes the 
threat of backlash, and The Arcade 
Fire feel the follow-up pressure 
building already. Their response 
thus far seems the wisest—once the 
tour's finished, The Arcade Fire 
promise to disappear until they’ve 
put together something to equal 
Funeral’s impact. 

“Nobody really knows what the 
next one’s going to be like. We've 
just bought a church outside of Mon 
treal, and we've been setting it up as 
a studio. Once this tour’s done, 
we're going to go to the church and 
just hang out and play music togeth- 
er,” says Gara. 

That's not to say The Arcade Fire's 
not the slightest bit worried about 
what they'll do next. “Inevitably it’s 


going to face such a tougher criti- 


cism. If you do something great the 
first time, everyone's going to really 
judge it harshly the second time. To 
us, we're just going to disappear and 
do what we do. It really doesn’t mat- 
ter what anybody wants to hear 
from us—at the end of the day it’s 
just going to be us together, working 
it until we love it.”

ZACHARY GABBARD'S BITTERNESS IS AS 
palpable during the opening 
moments of Thee Shams’ Sign The 
Line as it is over the phone. Gabbard, 
who founded the band in Cincinnati 
1999, sounds exactly like road- 
weary, whiskey-soaked rocker that 
he is, and Thee Shams’ roadhouse 
garage blues-rock is perfectly suited 
to express just how fed up with the 
music industry he has become. 

Even though last year’s Please 
Yourself, their first release on the 
rather prestigious blues label Fat 
Possum, found itself topping the 
charts of numerous campus radio 
stations (including Edmonton’s 
CJSR), Gabbard was ultimately dis- 
appointed with the way the album 
was rushed into being by the label so 
that they would have new material 
to sell on the road. 

It didn’t help that, just a year later, 
Thee Shams were already a com- 
pletely different live act than that of 
the Please Yourself sessions, and Gab- 
bard was anxious to get back in the 
studio after touring in order to puta 
new one down. 

But the powers that be didn’t see 
eye to eye with him. Their new 
album, Sign The Line, would appar- 
ently have to wait. 

Gabbard put his foot down and 
said no. 

“Fat Possum wanted us to keep 
touring on Please Yourself and | 
wasn’t interested in doing that,” 
explains Gabbard. “Please Yourself 
wasn’t relevant to our sound [any- 
more] and we were growing as a 
band. I didn’t want to continue 
doing the same thing. We're still on 
Fat Possum, but they let us put [Sign 
The Line} out on a different label as a 
one-off. They still sell the records; 
they still promote us. We're still with 
them, but the record doesn’t come 
out on their label.” 

It wasn’t the first time Thee Shams 
had to face the annoying intricacies 
of dealing with labels, having to.alter 
their name and adding the extra “e” 
after another band named The 


Shams raised a stink about their 
moniker. 

Sign The Line is (on the surface, at 
least) a sarcastic comment on the 
nature of the music business and its’ 
contracts, restrictions, and backroom 
shenanigans; it’s a beefed up, sweet- 
and-sour record that towers far 
above their previous effort. 

The album’s artwork (showing a 
bloody hand signing a document) is 
illustrative enough, but it’s in the 
way the guitars squeal along with 
the rollicking keys and furious 
drumming—the way every single 
part of it is screams for release— that 
Thee Shams show their true colours. 

“With every record contract or 
every little thing that I’ve ever 
signed, it’s complete bullshit from 
the beginning,” he grumbles. “T 
enjoy playing music and I enjoy 
touring. This is what I do; this is my 
job. We do this for a living. But, at 
the time, I was really fed up with the

way things were going with Fat Pos- 
sum lollygagging, and the other 
things that happened in the past 
where we always got shit on in the 
end. Not that I’m talking about suc- 
cess—I don’t care about that. As 
long as everyone in the band is 
happy and we're out touring— 
whatever, man. I didn’t mean it to be 
that crude as it is on the cover. I’m 
not meaning for it to be a stand 
against the record industry—it’s my 
business—but, eventually, you 
realise that everyone's full of shit, 
and all they want to do is make 
money off of you. It’s a cruel busi- 
ness, man.” 

In the end, he laughs. But only a 
little.

SINCE ITS BEGINNINGS SEVEN-ISH 
years ago, Black Dice has evolved a 
sound far beyond its early electro- 
noise punk leanings, generating its 
own lexicon of process and vision 
while avoiding the solipsism that 
afflicts many other sample-obsessed 
outfits. 

The artwork for Broken Ear Record, 
the third full length (among innu- 
merable 7”s, EPs, and splits with the 
likes of Animal Collective and Wolf 
Eyes) from the Brooklyn three-piece 
audio alchemists is the proverbial 
shot across the bow, fair warning for 
what lies within. A aerated pas- 
tiche of opposing refere 
oblique and overt, witty and mun- 
dane, harmonious and dissonant— 
Broken Ear somehow manages cohe- 
sion despite the tug-of-war tensions 
it contains. 

Broken Ear could be a soundtrack 
for someone raised in a silent vacu- 
um, a being who suddenly acquired 
hearing capabilities and has aurally- 
connected neurons firing in ways 
that the brain hasn't developed the 
means to make sense of yet. Static 
butts up against didgeridoo, heart- 
beat drums weave around slaugh- 
tered vocals, bursts of joyous aban- 
don alternate with bursts of confu- 
sion. 


OTHER SIDE OF PARADISE 

“Our approach to music is crazy 
and intense,” admits Aaron War- 
ren, one of the three multi-instru- 
mentalists who make up Black

Dice, along with brothers Eric and 
Bjorn Copeland. “We'd talked for a 
while in pipe-dream terms of doing 
a record in a tropical, beautiful 
environment and seeing how that 
would affect it. Last year there was 
all this rocky stuff happening with 
us, individually, and Eric said, ‘This 
should be the record. Let's just 
make it happen’.” The guys 
researched all kinds of crazy 
options on the Internet (“a house in 
Mexico, a place in Jamaica”) before 
getting offered shows in Australia, 
where a band buddy hooked them 
up with producers at Rockinghorse 
Studios. 

“Tt was incredible—really beauti- 
ful, very isolated, and near a 
beach,” says Warren, adding that 
the paradise setting still didn’t 
make for an idyll. “It was far froma 
vacation. Essentially it was a pleas- 
ant place to do difficult work. 
mean, we made it difficult our- 
selves, because of the way we work 
That being said, yeah, it did influ- 
ence the music, taking off a lot of 
the rough edges.” 

He contends that between the 
usual Black Dice creative process 
and some of the “rocky stuff” the 
album could have easily sounded 
more aggressive and less hopeful 
than it does. “This record especially 
came out of a desire to put w ay of 
feeling past us and move on,’ ‘ War- 
ren elaborates. “We're in this 
fucked up city and country, and 
that was something we were aware 
of, recording. It’s a really bad time 
generally to live in America, sure, 
but we take lot of pride in our com- 
munity of friends and musically, 
and we want to celebrate those 
things and that identity.” 
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SO NO “FREEBIRD”? 

The tour to support Broken Ear 
gives them a lot to celebrate. Open- 
ers at various points in their North 
American odyssey include the likes 
of Acid Mothers Temple and Red 
Krayola 

“Red Krayola,” 
incredulously 
pumped about that. It’s amazing to 
be at that point. We like control over 
how we play shows, we like input 
over venues and bands, so it’s like 
our own curated experience. We 
play a ton of shows, and that desire 
is part of the reason we change stuff 
up. We're not interested in turning, 
out ‘the hits’. There's a lifespan to 
the sets.” 

He ventures that their affinity for 
playing material that hasn’t yet been 
released is part of what earned them 
the reputation of being largely 
improv players. “It is different night 
to night, and there is room for 
improvisation,” he concedes, “but 
there is structure in the songs and set 
overall.” He laughs. “People are rec- 
ognizing the songs now! For us it’s 
really good to have a set people rec- 
ognize—they usually don’t recog- 
nise the sounds, let alone the songs.” 

Black Dice seems to evolve 
whether or not the members actively 
will it to, not only through changing 
circumstances and environment but 
also by virtue of the extracurricular 
pursuits of members, including 
Bjorn Copeland’s art career, Eric 
Copeland’s side projects, and War- 
ren’s television job as an editor 

“The nature of my work informs 
the way I think about sound and 
think about stuff out of context,” he 
acknowledges. “It’s repetitious and 
alters sounds, and | am into that 
kind of de-contexting.” Once 
stripped of the shackles of banal, real 
world reference, sounds are ripe for 
inclusion in Black Dice's ever-grow- 
ing, otherworldly audio dictionary.

| would understand getting this message if 
the cell phone | was trying to reach was in 
Louisiana or Texas, but the people I'm try- 
ing to reach are in Chicago. There ain't no 
hurricane in Chicago. 

It’s ironic that New Model Army's sched- 
uled appearance in Edmonton, as well as my 
repeated failed attempts to get a hold of the 
band, are all due to hurricane Katrina. 

Originally scheduled to perform in New 
Orleans on Oct 6, the band had no choice 
but to cancel their performance, ending up 
on New City’s radar and promptly scooped 
up for a one-of-a-kind fly-in performance. 

New Model Army is one of the seminal 
post-punk bands of the ’80s. Widely popular 
in Britain and Europe, the band managed to 
find its way into the charts early on with 


politically charged songs that stayed true to 
their blue-collar origins (No Rest,” “Sist 
State,” and “White Coats” are standouts 
from that era). 

When we finally get a connection— 
which we will lose twice over the course of 
the interview—NMA frontman Justin Sulli- 
van gets a bit whimsical. 

“People grow old but they don’t change,” 
he says. “You know how you feel a lot like 
the same way you did when you were 16 
but you're just older? You never seem to 
become grown-up, there never seems to be 
that moment when you believe you've 
become grown-up. You just are ‘you’ and 
you get older. Experience teaches you a bit 
more patience, perhaps.” 

Their latest CD, Carnival, is a seriously 
polished and well-crafted record that retains 
a kind of energy that can only come from 
frantic recording sessions where everything 
just clicks. The band’s political undertones 
might be slightly more obscure than before, 
but it doesn’t mean they've abandoned 
them.

“People always ask ‘What is your political 
philosophy?” says Sullivan. “They think 
we're a political band. We don’t have one as 
such. We're like everybody else—we think 
different things on different days. 

“If you look at the history of music, 
there’s always been people who sat around 
the campfire singing about how the king 
taxes them so much, how poor people get 
nothing, etcetera, etc. But that’s not political 
philosophy.” 


He laughs. 
“Obviously, I'm 20 years older and the 


world has changed,” he says. “But, at the 
same time, the way people are doesn’t 
change. So | think a lot of things that we 
touched on 20 years ago are still kinda rele- 
vant. In terms of empires building and

Blind faith 


Legends don’t suffer non-believing fools gladly

“YOU GOT TO GET SERIOUS ABOUT WHAT 
side you're on,” insists Rickie McKinnie of 
the Blind Boys of Alabama. A flippant ques- 
tion about the state of spirituality in our 
world sets off a serious response from McK- 
innie, who has thus far in our interview 
offered polite but terse answers to questions 
about his bands’ music. “These problems will 
continue until man truly realizes that this 
country was built on God—the dollar bill 
even has In God We Trust on it. But every 
time you turn around they try to take God 
out of it” Hard words, but McKinnie comes 
by his opinions honestly, having been 
immersed in the gospel milieu all his life, first 
backing up his mother’s gospel band (where 
he met the Blind Boys at the age of four), 
and then joining the Blind Boys 16 years ago. 
The group itself has been around since 
1939, stars of the gospel circuit almost as 


soon as they left the halls of the Alabama 
Institute for the Negro Blind (Talladega Blind 
School) to spread the word of the Lord. 
Most of the original members have passed 
on; founding member George Scott died last 
year, and only Clarence Fountain and Jimmy 
Carter are left over from the earliest days. 
“George was one of the greatest jubilee [a 
shouting form of gospel] singers that ever 
lived, and it’s gonna make a big difference on 
the next record,” admits McKinnie. “We do 
still sing jubilee, but nobody can sing it like 
George Scott did.” 

At the age of 53, McKinnie, who sings and 
drums with the group, as well as road man- 
ages, is one of the new kids, along with Joey 
Williams, Tracy Pierce, and Bobby Butler. 
They came along as the group began to 
break into the mainstream and started 
reaching from outside traditional gospel 
sources to the secular world for inspiration.

‘IT BEATS WORKING,” SAYS RAY 
Bonneville on an off day from the latest stop 
on his never-ending tour. "| had a bunch of 
dates in England opening for Robert Cray, 
including a big show at the Royal Festival 
Theatre. I've been in Texas, New England, 
and the road treats me well even though I've 
got a few days off here in Florida. Really, for 
ali the complaining that musicians do about 
empty dates on the calendar and hotel food, 
it’s the life I've chosen and I'm in love with 
performing.” 

Wanderlust has been a part of Bon- 
nevilie’s life since he joined the US military at 
age (7. “By a fortunate circumstance of law, | 
became a naturalized US citizen at age 20,” 
he explains, “and, because ! was under 21, | 
retained my Canadian citizenship as well, so 
the border doesn’t really exist for me. | 
come and go pretty much at will.” 


He's spent the last 30 years doing just 
that, settling temporarily and absorbing life in 
New Orleans, Montreal, Boston, Colorado, 
and Seattle. 

It took him a while to absorb all that 
experience and translate it to what has 
become vivid palette that he draws from as a 
songwriter. “For the first 20 years of my 
career, | didn’t consider myself a songwriter. 
| fronted blues bands and did other people's 
material. | definitely had a style of doing 
other people's stuff my own way, but | only 
started writing at 40 or 41.” 

Which fits nicely with his philosophy of 
writing. “I'm not the kind of artist who can 
record on a deadline—when it’s ready it’s 
ready. | need time to drink in ideas and allow 
stuff to roll around inside my head. Roll it 
Down, [Bonneville’s 2003 release produced 
by Colin Linden] slow cooked on the stove 
for over a year. We had acoustic stuff, Colin 
Put together some band numbers, and the 
whole process was sort of organic.” 

It's working for him. 1999's Gast of Wind

THAT THE ROCKABILLY OF THE EARLY 
‘50s is one of the most important 
building blocks of what we call rock 
music today, and that Memphis is 
the original source of that particular 
style, is a well established axiom. 
Yet, peculiarly enough, few rockabil- 
ly innovators and adherents really 
originated from Memphis them- 
selves. Two of the exceptions are 
brothers Dorsey and Johnny Bur- 
nette, both born and raised in that 
city. 


BRAWLING BURNETTES 

Yet it was by sheer coincidence 
that the brothers chose to devote 
themselves to music; they would 
have much rather devoted them- 
selves to boxing, The two guitars 
that daddy gave them were 
smashed to splinters ina brotherly 
fight—and that should’ve been the 
end of that. However, at an ama- 
teur boxing tournament sometime 
in the late ‘40s, Dorsey met Paul 
Burlison, a scrawny Tennessee- 
native who loved his guitar as much 
as he loved boxing. Dorsey and Paul 
started hanging out, and eventually 
started to play together—soon 
recruiting Dorsey’s younger brother. 

While Johnny Burnette was still at 
school—the same high school Elvis 
Presley occasionally frequented—his 
brother and Burlison had begun 
apprenticeships at the Crown Elec- 
tric company. In ‘53, Elvis would 
join the same firm as a driver—a 
position he held until his break- 
through the following fall. Elvis’ 
quick success in Memphis inspired 
the Burnette brothers to apply them- 
selves once again to their musical 
career. Back in ‘54 the trio had

recorded a single for an obscure 
label in Booneville, Mississippi, and 
now yearned for more. The trio 
headed for New York—a move not 
initially intended to enhance their 
musical career. Dorsey and Paul had 
actually been fired from Crown Elec- 





tric and hoped to find work in the 
Big Apple. Johnny tagged along. 

In May ‘56 the trio made its first 
recordings for Coral—in the same 
studio where Bill Haley had record- 
ed “Rock Around the Clock”—but 
it's fairly obvious that the label had 
no idea what to make of the group. 
The first session included a horrible, 
orchestrated ballad that established 
with crushing clarity that Johnny 
wasn’t a new Sinatra. Thankfully, it 
was never released. It wasn’t until 
the fifth track that the door was 
flung open; “Tear {t Up” is a classic 
rockabilly recording—wild, crazy, 
and sassy. Yet it doesn’t compare to 
what followed.

Peter Yarrow’s nervous intro- [/ 
duction of the “electric” Dylan fj 
at the Newport Folk Festival, 
after which Bob lets loose with 
a stomping, free-ranging version 
of “Maggie's Farm,” yowling like 
an alley cat set free to torment 
the neighbourhood. Live versions of “Mas- 
ters of War” and “A Hard Rain’s A-Gonna 
Fall” from 1963 clinch his rep as a performer 
of uncommon presence, while 
alternate takes from Blonde on 
Blonde illuminate the way in 
which those songs were honed 
to their known versions. Other 
important items to consider: 
Rick Danko’s propulsive bass on 
the alternate take of “Visions of 
Johanna,” and The Band-sup- 
ported (minus Levon Helm) live 
version of the lumbering, menacing “Ballad of 
a Thin Man” in Edinburgh. 

Sunday: MARJORIE FAIR Self-Help Sere- 
nade (Capitol Records) 

Dreamy pop a la Mercury Rev or later Flam- 
ing Lips, with a flavouring of John Lennon. 
Fine influences all, but truth is that while the 
ambition and talent is there, the end result is 
fairly bland 

Monday: GEORGE JONES Hits | 
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Missed—And One | Didn't (Bandit Records) 
Like the title suggests, Hits | Missed is a col- 
lection of tunes that Jones turned down, but 
others made into hits. Most are so well 
known by their other treatments that 
they're considered the artistic property of 
the original singers. “Busted” (Ray Charles), 
“Today, | Started Loving You 
Again” (Merle Haggard), and

Tuesday: PAUL WELLER As /s Now

At least one old friend takes me to task 
every time | review Weller poorly. He thinks 
that the former leader of The Jam and the 
Style Council has been on a roll 
lately, and that albums like 
2002's Illumination have been 
artistic highlights on par with his 
early work. | think that Weller 
has sucked since some time in 
@ the late-’80s. Just to quickly 
ward off what has been an 
inevitable yearly confrontation, 
I'm happy to report that As Is 
Now is, if not quite on par with the best of 
his music, at least as fiery as can be expected 
from the old clothes horse.

workings of conceptualization, or the 
physicality of exploring materials 
and process. Lynn Malin’s eureka 
moment for Lightscapes—work the 
EAG believes is powerful enough to 
assert itself alongside the current 
Graham Peacock retrospective— 
happened years ago on a retreat in 
Banff where she became newly 
enamored with a flexible, Mylar-like 
plastic called Lexan (“It’s stronger 
and is smooth on one side, but has a 
‘bite’ on the other, so it grabs pig- 
ment,” Malin notes). 

“I was playing with it to see where 
the material would take me,” Malin 
says. “I taped a bunch on the walls, 
and ran out of wall space. So I started 
taping them to the windows. When I 
went out one day, I inadvertently left 
a light on, and when I came back it 
was dark but this light was shining 
out through the paintings, and it was 
so exciting to see them that way.” 

The flukiness of the genesis of 
Malin’s Lightscapes, though, 
shouldn't imply a lack of firm 
grounding in idea and form. “I am 
thinking about how land showsits 
use, the way the sun changes light, 
trying to replicate movement from 
texture,” she explains. 

Malin’s Lightscapes are identifi- 
ably prairie landscapes, a door- 
sized kaleidoscopic refraction of 
reality illuminated from within, 
with a quirkiness that reflects the 
Alberta-born artist's vision of the 
province. “I do try to give a sense of 
place, so that you can see it is Alber- 
ta,” she offers, “but I play on per- 
spective. Like, you may be looking 
slightly down instead of straight on, 
like a diorama.” The dominating 
scale of her pieces—the size of huge 
bus stop ads, she gleefully points 
out, rather than the smallishness of 
most lightboxes—adds to the 
immersive quality of the work. Like- 
wise the nature of the lighting, 
which Malin ensured was motion- 
triggered, so the pieces could be 
viewed lit or unlit, mimicking the 
way the Alberta sun plays peekaboo 
with the clouds, entirely mutating 
the landscapes’ hues. 

“Colour is formed by light. The 
colour in the land and the boxes 
changes depending on whether or 
not they are drenched in light,” 
Malin says. “Tt also gives a viewer 
power over the art and connects 
them to the to art. | wanted that 
interactivity, so it begs you to look at 
it.”

She concludes, “What I’m doing 
here is playing with traditional visu- 
al experience.” 

However unorthodox her inter- 
pretation of landscape is, she is tradi- 
tional in her preparation. Malin is 
near poetic about the patches of 
province she frequents during her 
rural treks to draw and paint the 
scenery en pleine air, a part of her 
practice she confesses absorbs her so 
intently she has had the bejeesus

scared out of her by passing farmers 
or hikers she hadn't noticed 
approaching. “I think you can’t actu- 
ally do landscapes without being in 
nature, spending time,” she main- 
tains. 

A mix of oils, graphite, and other 
materials render texture in the 
Lightscapes, alongside a variety of 
markings Malin experimented with. 
“almost consider these drawings 
too,” she confesses. “I draw every- 
thing first—it’s the basis of my prac- 
tice.” 

The textures really capture the 
patchwork charm of the farm- 
addled prairies, as well as the mer- 
curial nature of the light. 

“| like the ‘grid-diness’ of them,” 
laughs Malin. “1 like ‘manicured 
versus wild.’

Which side does Malin ultimate- 
ly come down on?

WHEN THE EDMONTON INTERNATION- 
al Film Festival kicks off with a 
glamorous opening night gala on 
Friday, few will realize just how 
much work has gone into getting the 
films they are about to see up on 
local screens. 

Tony King, the Film Festival's 
senior programmer, is, in this sense, 
the unsung hero of the occasion 
He's the man responsible for coordi- 
nating the gathering of over 35 
films—from places as diverse as 
China, Hong-Kong, France, Ger- 
many, Israel, and Belgium—that w ill 
play throug’ shout the seven-day 
event 

It's a difficult process, and one 
involving « vat deal of research, 
which takes King to film festivals at 
home and abroad and keeps him 
thumbing through industry publica- 
tions to det ine what should ulti- 
mately make it into the program 
Still, he finds room to insert his own 
personality into the mix, with the 
inclusion of favourite films and gen- 
res creating a completely unique 
experience every year 
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growing respect for Canadian pro- 
ductions within the industry global- 
ly. 

Still, a good number of the Cana- 
dian films on the festival program 
are very difficult to see outside the 
festival circuit, and King admits that 
it is quite a responsibility to decide 
what will play here. “It’s kind of a 
delicate balance between doing a lot 
of research and being intuitive 
about what you read,” he says. 

“You need to keep your ear to the 
ground and take advice from people 
who have traveled to festivals and 
can give you feedback.” 

King himself is a veteran of many 
other film extravaganzas including 
this year’s Toronto International 
Film Festival. “Toronto is of course 
the shopping ground for other festi- 
vals. People say its gotten way too 
commercial, but it’s actually got 
everything from the highly com- 
mercial junkets put on by studios to 
all of the more independent films 
that are doing well, so it’s an incred- 
ible experience.

Wong Kar-wai’s five-years-in-the-making sequel-of- 
sorts to In the Mood For Love follows that film’s 
Mr. Chow (Tony Leung), now a rake making a liv- 
ing as a writer, through a series of amorous 
escapades in the past, present, and future. Gong 
Ui, Zhang Tiyi, Carina Lau, and Faye Wong (in two 
roles) are just a few of Mr. Chow's dalliances, and 
even Leung’s In the Mood For Love partner, Mag- 
gie Cheung (Su Lizhen), shows up for a brief 
scene.

EDGAR G. ULMER— 
THE MAN OFF SCREEN 
USA/Austria/Germany (2004) 
Directed by Michael Palmer 
In recent years film historians have started giving 
more credence to Edgar G. Ulmer’s prolific body of 
work. As a director of low budget, second billing 
movies from the 1920's to 1960's, he earned the 
dubious title of The King of the B’s. The Black Cat 
(1934) and Detour (1945) have achieved a certain 
amount of cult status. Frangois Truffaut credited 
Ulmer as his inspiration for Jules et Jim (1961) 
and Jean-Luc Goddard dedicated Detective (1985) 
to him. Ulmer died a poor, disillusioned man in 
1972. These are the facts about a man of whom 
relatively little is known, as becomes abundantly 
dear in Michael Palmer’s noirish investigation into 
the enigmatic man behind his work. Palmer called 
in some big-shot A-list directors like Wim Wen- 
ders, Joe Dante, Peter Bogdanovich (who conducted 
a series of interviews with Ulmer before his death) 
and John Landis to lend an authoritative perspec- 
tive on Ulmer’s legacy, as well as Ulmer’s daughter 
Arianne for the more personal angle 

The biggest problem with this documentary is the 
presupposition that we all know who Ulmur the director 
is and that we are familiar, not only with the genre, 
but with his entire oeuvre. Instead of showing examples 
of Ulmer’s work to illustrate, we find ourselves listening 
to voices explaining his importance and the influences 
he might have yielded on a generation of filmmakers, 
while watching seemingly endless shots of street scenes 
taken from a car driving through Los Angeles and 
Berlin. The only highlights of this uneven, plodding doc- 
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umentary are the (far too few) moments when we do 
see footage from Ulmer’s films. In the end, we still 
know very little about Ulmer, except that he might have 
designed the set for The Cabinet of Doctor Caligan, that 
he might have worked with Fritz Lang on M and 
Metropolis and that he definitely was one of the exodus 
of Jewish filmmakers from Nazi Germany into the USA. If 
Palmer showed more and told less, this staid piece of 
journalism might have inspired more than just a mod- 
icum of interest and could have paid tribute to a man 
who surely deserves more recognition,

ELLEKTRA 

Belgium/Germany/Netherlands, 2004 

Directed by Rudolf Mestdagh, Starring Gert Portael, 
Axelle Red, Matthias Schoenaerts, Catherine Kools, 
Serge Henri-Valcke 

In a cold and impersonal Brussels—beautifully 
rendered in tones of blue and grey—there's a 
blue-haired waif who knows too much. Ellen 
(Kools) has witnessed a heroin deal between the 
gangster Aimé (Henn-Valcke) and his main suppli- 
er, Aimé calls in ex-journalist and heroin-addict 
Sam (Portael) who must find Ellen in exchange for 
the moriey she owes him. Woven into the main 
narrative are the stories of five other people who 
have also suffered horridly painful losses, and who, 
once the source or instrument of their passion is 
gone, succumb to bitter melancholy. Ellen, disre- 
garding her own dilemma, becomes Ellektra who 
promises to end all, as pain (in a skewed refer- 
ence to Sophocles), only exists in living. 

In an ambitious film debut, Flemish director Rudolf 
Mestdagh empties a bag of seemingly random puzzle 
pieces on the table and meticulously glues the fragment- 
ed narrative lines and surreal sequence of events into a 
mosaic with a unifying climax. 

Danny Elsen’s exquisite photography and outrageous- 
ly creative camera angles, Jan Hameeuw's masterfully 
taut editing, a hauntingly beautiful soundscape including 
onginal music by Brian Clifton and a strong ensemble 
cast (with a riveting acting debut by Belgian rock diva 
Axelle Red) conspire towards a truly European cinematic 
experience that touches the heart and the senses with a 
visual sensuality seldom experienced in contemporary 
film. Unfortunately Mestdagh and Daniél Lamberts’ self- 
conscious screenplay undermines an otherwise incredible 
piece of cinema and the rousing finale is bogged down 
with syrupy sentimentality. 

Although flawed, this moody, naive tragicomedy 
remains a superb example of what film can achieve in a 
world untainted by big-budget flicks assaulting audiences 
with platitudes disguised in false morality and cheap 
solutions. Ellektra is a strangely touching contemporary 
fairy tale filled with quiet humour and moments of 
grotesque horror in which the characters (and the audi- 
ence) are exposed as flawed people living in a cruel 
world in which our only solace is the comfort of others.

EVE AND THE FIREHORSE

Eve and the Firehorse tells the story of Eve 
(Phoebe Jojo Kut) and her sister Karena (Hollie 
Lo), two young Asian girls growing up in Vancou- 
ver inthe mid 1970s who convert to Catholicism 
in an-attempt to find their place in the wider 
community and who must then deal with the pres- 
sures of balancing the western cultural influence 
with their Chinese heritage. It is, perhaps, hardly 
surprising that it, at first, bears a deceptive 
resemblance to all those bland but worthy Telefilm 
Canada-funded features that set out to promote 
multiculturalism. Indeed, there are enough mawk- 
ishly emotive scenes of culture clash here to 
remind one of the most baroque of CBC after- 
school specials on the subject. But Eve and the 
Firehorse is much more (and, I'm afraid it must 
be added, much more interesting) than a govern- 
ment-sponsored paean to the advantages of a plu- 
ralist society. Director Julia Kwan has created not 
only created a beautifully evocative family portrait, 
but also a magic-realist drama wherein the fantas- 
tic possibilities opened up by the meeting of two 
cultures, as envisaged by the imaginative young 
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EVE AND THE FIREHOUSE 


Eve, are literally brought to life on screen. There 
is, for example, a quite electrifying dream-like 
sequence in which apparitions of both Christ and 
Buddha invite Eve to join them in a dance, which 
does far more to demonstrate the potential 
rewards of embracing a dual heritage than any 
po-faced lecture on the subject. Yet, the magical 
moments throughout the film also provide the 
freshness of a child’s perspective on the world, and 
there is much pleasure to be gained from the 
often gleeful irreverence of Eve's visions, whether 
they are of goldfish that sing Chinese folk-songs, 
of chain-smoking Tibetan goddesses who fix the 
plumbing or, as in the closing moments of the 
film, of her sister’s ascension into heaven after her 
baptism.

“I'm a stranger everywhere,” says Naima, who 
along with her lover, Zano, have decided they will 
walk from Paris to Algiers, walk back to their par- 
ents and grandparents’ homeland, and that maybe 
by walking towards a home they have never 
known, find an inkling of their self identity. Exils, 
the latest from auteur Tony Gatlif (who won 
Cannes’ Best Director's Award for this film) is an 
exhilarating pilgrimage that follows the first and 
second generation children of Algerian exiles after 
France’s occupation during the 1950s. Zano, whose 
grandfather had been an anti-colonist hero in 
Algiers and was himself a survivor of a car bomb 
that killed both his parents, longs to return to a 
home country that he has never seen, Along their 
journey, a gorgeous soundtrack accompanies their 
chance encounters with gypsies, strangers, and a 
pair of siblings heading in the opposite direction 
from Algiers to Paris. The question of nationhood 
and one’s own national identity post-colonization is 
prominent throughout, as bits and pieces of Naima 
and Zano’s past come sifting through to reveal 
deeply embedded physical and psychological scars. 
It is the universal language of music, however, 
from flamenco to sufi, that becomes the only con- 
stant during their meandering journey and draws 
the film to a feverish and hypnotic climax.

All of the above (plus the most gruesome 
French kiss you're likely to see) play a part in 
Vancouver director Ann-Marie Fleming's fictional 
followup to her loyely doc The Magical Life of 
Long Tack Sam. Babz Chula goes for broke as a 
brain-cancer patient who develops murderous 
habits after being prematurely ejected from the 
hospital. Tygh Runyan is the suicidal songwriter 
(sample lyric: “wreck, wreck, wreck, the world’s a 
wreck”) who soon regrets ever meeting her. Full of 
live-action oddness that recalls Fleming's animation 
work, this deranged and grisly farce will try the 
patience of unadventurous viewers who may be 
morally opposed to the consumption of human 
flesh.

FROZEN 
UK, 2005 
Directed by Juliet McKoen, Starring Shirley Hender- 
son, Roshan Seth, Ger Ryan, Richard Armitage, Rolf 
Kittle, Jamie Sives 
Set in Morecombe Bay, an icy enclave in north- 
western England, Frozen is juliet McKoen’s director- 
ial debut exploring that liminal landscape between 
perception and reality and how grief without clo- 
sure can lead to obsession and even madness. 
Annie disappeared two years ago. She was last 
seen on a surveillance tape walking down an alley 
without reappearing at the other end, lost in the 
blind spot between two cameras. Since then, her 
sister Kath (Shirley Henderson) has also been 
frozen in that borderline mindscape between griev- 
ing and closure, having surreal visions about being 
trapped underwater or being cut off by an estuary, 
unable to reach the fresh air or the red-coated 
Annie on the other side. Kath picks up the investi- 
gation, gathering clues and sinking, to the dismay 
of her counselor Vicar Noyen (Roshan Seth), deeper 
into an emotional limbo from which, he fears, 
she'll never be able to resurface. 

McKoen languidly lures the audience deeper and 
deeper into a world (poetically filmed by Philip Robert 
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son) that might be real or might only exist in the mind 
of the protagonist. She purposefully blurs our perception 
by not giving us all the facts or when she does, they 
are so ambiguous that they could lead to any of a 
number of conclusions. Is Kath getting closer to the 
truth? Is Kath going insane? 

Scottish actress Shirley Henderson's portrayal of the 
childlike Kath is bewitching, effortlessly slipping from 
innocent to alluring, from terrified to fragile. She holds 
the audience in the palm of her hand and we cannot 
but ache for her to find the truth, whether it be real or 
just her own. 

Unfortunately McKoen decides that, like Kath, the 
audience needs cosure and in the last ten minutes she 
pulls a Hitchcockian solution out of a hat—a denoue- 
ment so unexpected (apart from a single line of dia- 
logue that refers to a possible motive) that 1t leaves the 
audience gasping with shock, partly because of the 
inferred horror, but mostly due to the bitter aftertaste 
of seeing something beautiful being turned into a trite 
attempt at what the publicity material calls “a bright 
thriller.” If only the director trusted her audience, this 
could've been a sublime forage into the netherworld of 
the human psyche.

Madeleine (Davidtz), an art dealer in Chicago, mar- 
ries fellow art-dealer George (Alessandro Nivola), 
who's originally from rural North Carolina, Six 
months later, they finally go down to visit his 
family, but only because it’s easy to get there 
while she’s trying to sign a folk painter in the 
area to her gallery of outsider art. Almost before 
they arrive, they're pulled into all the family ten- 
sions to be expected anywhere. Johnny (McKenzie) 
resents his brother George, and is unkind to his 
very pregnant wife Ashley (Adams); the mother 
ules the household while the father retreats to his 
workshop. 
In some ways this is just a story of culture clash. 
The sweet and naive Ashley tries hard to strike up 
a friendship with her sophisticated cosmopolitan 
new sister who intimidates her even before she 
arrives, while Madeleine repeatedly makes little 
mistakes as she tries to ingratiate herself with her 
new in-laws. Predictably enough, there is a 
moment when Madeleine starts to appreciate where 
her new husband has come from. 
But Junebug is not just a sentimental heartwarmer. 
With its attention to telling details, it seems both 
affectionate and ambivalent towards George’s fami- 
ly. Beneath the obvious tensions, they all seem to 
lové each other, and all are at least sketched in 
as characters (even the sullen Johnny we see in a 
different mood); but it’s unclear what George real- 
ly thinks of the home he’s left behind, since until 
the end we hardly hear him say a thing. The 
serene but puzzling landscape shots between 
episodes just underscore the sense that something 
remains mysterious. Without pressing its point too 
hard, Junebug suggests that when it comes to peo- 
ple’s home and family, it’s far from obvious what 
makes them tick.

A classic documentary finally makes its way back 
into the public eye—perfect timing, too, coming 
as does just a few weeks after Cohen's 7Ist birth- 
day on September 21st. The National Film Board 
produced Ladies & Gentlemen... spotlights the 
Canadian poet-singer a few years before he explod- 
ed in the music world, as he returns to Montreal 
to “renew neurotic acquaintances.” It’s an intimate 
look at Cohen hanging out with friends and rela- 
tions, at poetry readings, wandering the streets of 
Montreal or with friends and colleagues like Irving 
Layton -and Pierre Berton. It’s a bit of a revelatory 
experience for those whose image of Cohen is 
taken from songs like “Hallelujah”, “So Long Mari- 
anne” and “Sisters of Mercy,” or his classic novel, 








Beautiful Losers. Brushing off his image as the tor- 
mented, doomed poet, Cohen is instead self-depre- 
cating and even funny, as evidenced by a stage 
reading that can only be described as stand up 
comedy. Fans need not be worried by the levity, 
however; there’s pleaty of poetry, including such 
classics as “Hydra 1963,” “The Only Tourist In 
Havana Turns His Thoughts Homeward,” and “The 
Music Crept By Us.” It’s a rare look at a man now 
so weighed down by public reverence that it’s 
almost impossible to see him as anything but the 
symbol of wounded romanticism that he is.

Toronto is never gonna earn a reputation as fun 
city, but Clement Virgo’s sexually explicit new film 
suggests that at least some folks there know some- 
thing about sin.

In Winnipeg director Sean Garrity's nervy followup 
to his first film Inertia, an insomniac psychothera- 
pist becomes as unbalanced as his trio of patients. 
Although Joel (Jonas Chernick, who co-wrote the 
script with Garrity) does his best to keep it 
together after his wife and daughter catch him in 
flagrante delicto at the family cottage, he’s clearly 
falling to pieces. Mysteries and conspiracies begin 
to surround him, but the big question is why his 
delusions have so much in common with those of 
his patients — alpha-male hothead Victor (a ter- 
rific Callum Keith Rennie), fragile shut-in Chandra 
(Michelle Nolden) and drug addict Sophie (Lindy 
Booth). Increasingly twitchy from lack of sleep, Joel 
feels like the city is closing in on him, and his 
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paranoia may actually be justified. Though the 

finale’s revelations wrap up the movie in a manner 

that’s too neat and too familiar, the rest of Lucid

MANA: BEYOND BELIEF 
USA/Netherlands/Germany/France, 2004 

Written and directed by Peter Friedman and Roger 
Manley 

Mana: Beyond Belief, is subtitled, “Everyone 
believes in something.” The emphasis here is on 
some THING. As explained by a New Zealand 
tribesman at the film's start, mana is a Maori 
term for the energy and symbolism of objects that 
give people "a sense of awe” and feeling of 
empowerment. What follows is a documentary sur- 
vey, reminiscent of Mondo Cane, of the objects 
people invest with meaning around the world, 
from sacred rocks to Elvis memorabilia to celebrity 
body parts. 

On one patch of land, people worship a giant golden 
boulder on another, a multicolored pillar, on another an 
American flag that has flown over the Capitol. - 

One of the filmmakers, Roger Manley, says, “The 

" average western urbanite may not share in the Burmese 
belief that a single hair from the head of Buddha can 
stop a giant boulder from falling off a cliff, but then he 
or she may still believe there is something special in 
having a pipe that belonged to their grandfather, or 
that their nation’s flag is something more than just an 
ordinary piece of cloth.” 

Not all the objects are religious or patriotic in 
nature, Take, for example, a painting, The Man with the 
Golden Helmet, which was considered to be great and 
awed visitors when it was believed to be a Rembrandt. 
When it was determined not to be a Rembrandt at all, 
it was shunted off to a hidden comer The painting 
hasn't changed, but the meaning of it has for its view- 
ers. 

The film has no narration, but it needs none to 
highlight the moving spectade of a Catholic mass, the 
absurd humor of coveted body parts—the brain of U.S. 
president Woodrow Wilson, the hand of Edgar Allen Poe, 
Amelia Earhart’s finger—the irony of a man worship- 
ping the elephant-headed Hindu god ganesh via an 
Internet site, or a tour guide asking people to turn off 
their cell phones and the flash on their cameras before 
they view the Shroud of Turin. Instead of refuting 
ancient belief in these objects, or at least calling it into 
question, technology instead seems to enable it 

The movie cuts from a hooded tribesman in a grass 
skirt with a large, fake phallus that bobs up and down 
wildly as he dances, to a mass celebrating the Shroud. 
But the transitions are not jarring. The film is well- 
paced, beautifully shot and as entertaining as it is 
thought-provoking. 

It's left to the viewer to decide what the message of 
this movie is. Is it that people have an inherent need 
for belief and worship? Is it meant to show that the 
objects we worship are dispensable, interchangeable, or 
fraudulent? That nothing is sacred, or everything is? The 
filmmakers seem to have left it to the audience to 
invest the film itself with personal meaning. Me? | found 
the survey of worshipped things an exposé of the fallacy 





of belief. Nobody knows what the true meaning of cre- 
ation is, or how it came to be. The bottom line is, 
we're all just guessing. To quote Monty Python's Life of 
Brian, we might as well “follow the gourd.”

When Ingmar Bergman claimed over 23 years ago 
that Fanny and Alexander was to be his farewell 
to the cinema, few could have missed the irony 
inherent in his statement since this career summa- 
tion was mainly produced to be shown in a signif- 
icantly longer version on Swedish television. In 
fact, if one considers his prodigious work for the 
small screen since his so-called retirement, and his 
equally significant theatrical resume, it becomes 
dear that Bergman has never really stopped work- 
ing at home, and that Saraband, although billed 
as his comeback vehicle, is really his reintroduction 
to the cinephiles from whom he has become 
estranged since returning to his roots in Swedish 
theatre. His 1974 film Scenes from a Marriage, 
which charted the painful breakup of a couple, 
Marianne (Liv Ullman) and Johan (Erland Joseph- 
son), and which, incidentally, was also intended to 
be shown on television, is, in fact, more theatre 
than cinema in that the display of the actor’s 
craft is paramount, with characters isolated in 
punishing close-ups that often remove all sense of 
outside context from their actions and words, 
while the luminous visuals of longtime Bergman 
collaborator Sven Nykvist are of only secondary 
mportance to the aesthetic experience as a whole, 
Saraband, which reunites Marianne and Johan, yet 
focuses on the story of Johan's son Henrik (Borje 
Ahstedt) and his suffocating love for Johan's grand- 
daughter Karin (Julia Dufvenius), is equally a fami- 
ly drama, and equally theatrical, yet almost play- 
fully so. In the opening scenes Liv Ullman enters 
the room in which much of the action of the film 
takes place, while its doors slam resoundingly 
behind and before her, trapping her in front of 
the audience like the reluctant performer pushed 
out on stage. The murky colour of the DY picture, 
and the bland greyness of the late autumn light 
captured by Bergman’s camera are occasionally 
disrupted by stagy lighting effects that cheekily 
yet, self-deprecatingly remind the viewer of the 
high artificiality of the whole enterprise. Yet the 
film is really a more contemplative work, providing 
the Great Artist with the opportunity to revisit and 
reassess his old preoccupations. The result is a 
stunningly rich meditation on life, love and art 
For North American audiences, Bergman's return 
will prove the occasion for a most happy reunion

Julian Fellowes’ showbiz career began in the 
trenches of British television, acting in dramatic 
miniseries as well as in adaptations of classic nov- 
els like Jane Eyre and Little Lord Fauntleroy, but 
it's as a writer that he has received the most 
recognition. His screenplay for Gosford Park won 
him an Oscar and was nominated for six more 
including Best Picture and Best Director. Most 
recently, he’s scripted the Reese Witherspoon ver- 
sion of Vanity Fair. 

So it's kind of disappointing that his directorial 
debut (also written by him) seems so ordinary. Separate 
Lies lacks a sense of purpose. Is it a suburban whodun- 
nit? A commentary on the moral bankruptcy of the well- 
to-do? A portrait of a marriage gone wrong? It does 
none of these things well 
The performances, on the other hand, are excellent 
Tom Wilkinson plays James Manning, a lawyer married 
to the sweet and somewhat girlish Anne (Emily Watson). 
During a weekend at their country house, their house- 
keeper's husband is killed in a hit and run. As the 
details of the crime surface, they plot to lie about 
Anne's involvement, and the truth pulls James into a 
pact of secrecy with his wife—and her lover. The deep- 
er he commits to hiding her crime, the further he drifts 
away from his moral ideals, and the more impossible it 
seems to preserve their relationship 

You're left wondering what the point it is. ts it 
because upper middle class professionals simply do not 
think themselves as criminals, even when they have 
committed a crime? We've certainly seen enough celebri- 
ty court cases in our lifetimes to understand that money 
makes a lot of difference in hiring a good lawyer, which 
has become just as important as actually being innocent. 
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And that an otherwise normal marriage being eroded by 
secrecy, lack of communication and boredom? As ubiqui- 
tous as any Dr. Phil show. 

The movie doesn't even look night, or rather, sound 
right. The dialogue doesn’t synch with the picture, and

There is so much talk in the self-help genre about 
“healing.” But if you look around you, there is 
much more value placed on NOT recovering: alco- 
holics are told that they are addicts for life, 
abuse victims lash out, broken hearts are nursed 
for years on end. People are actually more com- 
fortable when you don’t recover, dysfunction 
becomes a quick label that they use to under- 
stand you and your motives, We understand pain 
and suffering, we hold it to ourselves like a secu- 
rity blanket until it defines who we are, 
Thumbsucker, on the surface, appears to hold up 
another example of dysfunction in suburbia. Justin Cobb 
(lou Taylor Pucca) is a shy 17 year old who still sucks 
his thumb. Flip open your Freud for Dummies: it's a 
regression into childhood during troubled times. His 
parents seem to be drifting apart—Mike Cobb (“He 
doesn’t like it when I call him dad. It makes him feel 
old”) is living with a failed pro football career, and his 
wife Audrey (Tilda Swinton) obsesses over TV hunk Matt 
Schramm (Benjamin Bratt). Macho asshole father who 
doesn’t go to his son's debate matches, and silly, shal- 
low mother, Right? Justin's stereotypically awful 
attempts to recover (hypnotism and surfer wisdom from 
bis new agey orthodontist (Keanu Reeves), followed by 
Ritalin) actually screws him up, only to give him a kick 
m the pants in the RIGHT direction 
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With the film's vaguely churchy Polyphonic Spree 
and Elliot Smith soundtrack, it's not surprising to find a 
tum the other cheek philosophy at the heart of Thumb- 
sucker. Justin's coming-of-age reveals to him that his 
parents are desperate and flawed, that a girl that he 
loves has less than noble intentions, and that adults— 
even his awesome orthodontist—are as clueless as he 
is. And instead of reacting in anger (don't only babies 
wish adults to be all-knowing?) he becomes compassion- 
ate—and in the knowledge that we're all damaged 
and in-progress somehow, that the appearance of nor- 
mality is a fraud, he joins the rest of humanity.

Co-produced by Polish film master Krzysztof Zanus- 
si, the debut from director Magdalena Peikorz 
nods heavily towards the cinematic gems that 
dominated Polish cinema in the late ‘70s and 
80s. The first half of the Polish entry for the 
2004 Academy Awards centers on 12 year old 
Wojciech Winkler, an overtly sensitive boy with a 
hint of rebellion in his soul. Made that much more 
sensitive by the premature death of his mother and 
the stern brutish behavior of his raging father, Woj- 
Gech grows to reject his father’s traditional ortho- 
doxy only to assume them in his adult years. Span- 
ning over 20 years, beginning with the assassination 
of Father Popieluszko, who spoke out against the 
Soviet-sanctioned government and modern Poland, 
the parable of father and son mirrors the progress 
of the country itself. Thinly veiled symbolism of 
caves and birds are employed to minute satisfaction, 
but the significance of welts being wounds left 
behind after the initial damage done, The Welts 
contemplates the tangible and psychological scars 
that mark a body and country's history and heal- 


ing.

Innovative environmentalist Rog and post-activist 
Kaya encourage their son to embrace his natural 
body, smoke pot, and talk openly about his new 
wet dreams. When they begin to worry that his 
upbringing may be too unbalanced, they enroll him 
in the nearby town's junior high school. A few vio- 
lent teenage conflicts arise for Emerson, but his 
biggest preoccupation is his newfound infatuation 
for his english teacher, Mr. Grant. Shakespeare is 
read, the rules of comedy and tragedy are taught, 
and life imitates art as fortune’s wheel begins to 
spin. Passion both requited and not begin to unray- 
el in the sleepy small town, Lost love, new flames, 
and old lovers rise and fall in the inevitable spiral 
that comes and goes with change.

WATER

Deepa Mehta's latest film is best known for almost 
never being completed. Mehta onginally began pro- 
duction of her story about Indian widows in 2000, 
but an angry mob sabotaged and later destroyed the 














sets, and right wing protests erupted across India, 
which saw Mehta burned in effigy. Water, the third 
in a trilogy about Indian history seen through the 
eyes of women, was re-cast and re-shot in secret in Sri 
Lanka and finally debuted at the Toronto International 
Film Festival five years later. For that alone, we should 
all buy a ticket. 

But what’s the to-do? Water is set in 1938, with Indian 
independence rumbling to life in the background, When 
Chuyia (first-time actor Sarala) leams that she is a widow, 
she is sent by her father to an ashram to live as a beggar 
with other widows. Being left a widow is confusing and emo- 
Gonally difficult, but in this case it’s much, much worse: 
Chuyia is eight years old, and doesn’t even remember her 
wedding. Her head is shaved, her bracelets broken, and she 
is dothed in the white sani of widows. 

Suddenly, she is in the company of several disenfranchised 
women, all under the scrutiny of den mother Madhumadi 
(Nanorma). The other widows live in fear of Madhumadi: she 
is a bully, eating more than her share of food and spend- 
ing and pimping out lovely Kalyani (Lisa Ray) to wealthy 
dients. Chuyia hopes to return home, but finds comfort in 
her friendship with Kalyani and the guidance of devout and 
maternal Shakuntala (Seema Biswas). Life is uptumed when 
Kalyani falls in love with Narayan (John Abraham), a young 
supporter of Gandhi, But it’s the relationships between the 
women that exist in shades of inspiration and heartbreak, 
and performances by Ray and Biswas are stand-outs. 

The women live under the oppressive traditional views 
that expects them to either join their husbands on the 
funeral pyre, live as beggars, or (at best) many the hus- 
band’s younger brother. Throughout the film, we see how 
socety shuns them as unclean and useless. Water sometimes 
Seems overly straightforward and unsubtle with the story- 
line's sympathy with the women. The film sledgehammers 
this point home, and lest we think that it’s unsubtle and 
didactic we are reminded at the end that widows are still 
mistreated even in the 2Ist century—and hence the 
protests.

IF YOU'VE EVER WONDERED WHAT A 
David Cronenberg western would 
be like, A History of Violence is it. 

Granted, it takes place in a con- 
temporary setting with nary a horse 
or cowboy hat, but the plot and 
character tropes are all duster. Of 
course, because it’s Cronenberg, it’s 
also much more. 

Viggo Mortensen stars as Tom 
Stall, a small town diner owner and 


pillar of his peaceful community. 
When he’s not slinging java and 
chewing fat with the locals, he lives 
the quiet life in the country with his 
wife (Maria Bello) and two kids. 
He's about as Norman Rockwell as 
they come, which makes it all that 
more shocking when he brutally 
blows away a pair of murderous 
thugs that terrorize his restaurant 
one night. The media coverage 
makes him an “American hero” 
overnight, but like any gunfighter 
pressed back into action to protect 
his community he eschews the spot-

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Soon a small posse of men in 
black roll into town in big dark lux- 
ury car and belly up to the diner 
counter. They're led by Carl Fogarty 

(a ghoulish Ed Harris), who claims 
Tom is really one Joey Cusack from 
Philly, who decades earlier blinded 
him with a chunk of barbed wire. 
Tom denies it and the gangsters 
threaten his family. Again he’s 
pressed into action with fists and 
guns blazing, but this time when the 
dust settles his family, community, 
and the law start questioning his 
identity. As Tom’s American Dream 
crumbles under a history of violence, 


he owns up to his past ina final 
showdown. 

It’s a basic plot structure seen in 
scores of westerns, and a reactionary 
lifestyle put under the microscope in 
self-reflexive genre entries like John 
Ford’s The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance (1962), Robert Altman’s 
McCabe & Mrs. Miller (1971), and 
many of Clint Eastwood's films, 
notably Unforgiven (1992). But while 
those movies also question violence 
in the framework of American genre 
mythology, they don’t have that 
clinical Cronenberg perspective that 
works the brutality through sexuali- 





ty and identity crisis, 

Nor do they have the airless, aus- 
tere direction—which also defined 
Cronenberg’s last feature, Spider— 
that further strips the romanticism 
away from bloodshed. Violence 
does, however, have a strange, 
sometimes invasive score by Cro- 
nenberg regular Howard Shore that 
goes overboard trying to establish 
the constructed serenity of small 
town U.S.A 

But to better understand where 
the director’s currently coming 
from, it’s useful to compare the 
movie to its source material, the 
graphic novel of the same name by 
John Wagner. The highly recom- 
mended print version is more of 
crime drama, and has an expansive 
gangster backstory that details the 
main character's harrowing past 
Cronenbe focuses on 
Tom's reg 
scenes and a subplot about high 
school bullying that demonstrate 
the empowering / damaging (and 
infectious) transformational nature 
of feral violence. In the end, the film 
lays bare both edges of the sword 
and forces characters and viewers to 
own up to the alluring but falsely 
restorative power of bloodshed, 
which Cronenberg depicts in stom- 
ach-turning flashes of gore—shown 
in short, cold, realistic bursts remi- 
niscent of those in Unforgiven) 

The most telling difference in the 
film version, however, is the loss of 
a vital character that would’ve 
offered an entirely different, and 
horrific, avenue of violent physical 
transformation to explore. Given the 
mind-over-body trajectory of the 
filmumaker’s recent features eXisfenZ 
and Spider, it’s no surprise 

That said, although A History of 
Violence is expectedly uncomfortable 
and thought-provoking, it’s also 
unexpectedly accessible and enter- 
taining. It’s one of Cronenberg’s best 
works, and may just put him back in 
the saddle with the non-arthouse 
crowds.

Proof guides us beautifully 
toward the answer

PROOF’S SHARP TONE OF ISOLATION 
greets us right away, with rain cas- 
cading in dark green and blue strips, 
reflecting in rivulets from the win- 
dows of the dimly lit house. As the 
camera draws in, we see someone 
flipping TV channels aimlessly in the 
dark; it’s Catherine (Gwyneth Pal- 
trow), sunk into the couch and look- 
ing deeply morose, sulking alone on 
her 27th birthday. 

The macro perfectly reflects the 
micro: Catherine’s mood is as 
soaked in a black singularity as is the 
house, and the rolling lines of rain 
seem only to keep her further 
anchored there. If this all seems a lit- 
tle maudlin—she is also drinking 
alone out of a bottle of cheap wine— 
you'll quickly learn that the prob- 
lems weighing on Catherine are no 
small beans. 

Her father (Anthony Hopkins), a 
revered mathematical genius whose 
sanity deteriorated in his last years, 


has just died. Catherine was 
extremely close to him, shared his 
fiery passion for mathematics, prob- 
ably inherited his genius, and spent 
five years prior to his death looking 
after him. Her own life and aspira- 
tions deteriorated: she dropped out 
of school, became lazy, miserable, 
mopey and unmotivated. 

From her conversation with one of 
her father’s students (Jake Gyllen- 
haal), who has come to look 
through his books, we soon learn 
that Catherine is wrestling with 
more than grieving. She doesn’t 
seem entirely stable and is being 
forced to face her deepest fear—that 
she has also inherited her father’s 
insanity, Proof starts to get really 
interesting, as it asks larger ques- 
tions about ambition and futility, 
trust and risk, and genius and 
insanity that are worth both intel- 
lectual mining and emotional exam- 
ination. The result is beautifully 
bleak and only vaguely uplifting. 
Perfect for cynics. 

Particularly interesting is the 
interpretation of our perception of 
others’ intelligence. Genius and 


insanity: we throw the terms about 
cavalierly, as accusations or acco- 
lades, but they might simply reflect 
alternative expressions of the same 
level of intensity. Real geniuses gen- 
erate ideas that can leave the bearer 
slightly shattered and, yes, “unsta- 
ble” in the eyes of their peers. 
Bursts of ambition and clarity are 
flanked with the miserable weight 
of immeasurable self-doubt, anxi- 
ety, and real solitude. Mathematics, 
unlike art, is a question mark with 
an absolute answer: you can toil 
and toil away, but it 1s all worthless 
without a result 

Gwyneth Paltrow does an amaz- 
ing job here as the disaffected 
genius Catherine, particularly in the 
scenes with her judgmental, ad-co 
sister (Hope Davis), where her put- 
out attitude and the disparity 
between the sisters’ perceptions of 
the world are in sharpest relief. | 
used to think Paltrow was just kinda 
“meh,” but here she nails the details 
that make this character seem a real 
person—maybe it’s because she 
played Catherine in the Pulitzer 
Prize winning stage version of the 
story (by David Auburn), or maybe 
it’s because her real father died 
between the stage and screen pro- 
ductions, but there is a heightened 
internalization of Catherine's strug- 
gle that is rare in Hollywood A-list 
actors. Similarly, Gyllenhaal's per- 
formance is spot on; you can see his 





eyes light up as he waves Cather- 
ine’s notebook, happily exclaiming, 
“It's a result! It’s a result!” 

The screenplay, co-written by 
David Auburn and Rebecca Miller, 
is no slouch either, keeping the emo- 
tion strangled while revealing the 
necessary. Some lovely symbolism 
works as well: an important note- 
book acts as a traveling reflection of 
Catherine’s inner self: her work and 
ideas, her emotional presence, her 
confidence, and sense of self. We 


watch it move and change mysteri- 


ous ways: hidden in a drawer, 





clutched tightly under her arm, 
passed roughly from hand to hand, 
scrutinized, ignored, pulled apart, 
flung desperately from the hands of 
her wounded lover to land roughly 
back in her face. 

And itis there that Catherine has 
to decide: do you run away from 
what you truly know yourself to be, 
or with the help of this. other who 
wants to navigate your complica- 
tions, do you go for the result— 
which is not to find all the answers, 
but is just to be a little bit... better.

AS FAR AS STOP-MOTION OCCASIONS 
go, Tim Burton’s better at crossing 
Halloween with Christmas than 
mixing funerals with weddings. 
That's not to say that the filmmak- 
er’s new animated feature, The 
Corpse Bride, deserves a toe-tag; it’s 
just that it can’t hold a black candle 
to his beloved A Nightmare Before 
Christmas. 

Although visually the film is lush, 
detailed, and goth-gorgeous, the 
script—by Amanda Pettler and pre- 
vious Burton collaborators John 





August and Caroline Thompson—is 
shallow. Given the cost and 
painstaking artistry required for the 
medium, it isn’t surprising that the 

film is short and semi family-friend- 
ly, but Nightmare, which also runs 76 

“minutes and features musical num- 
bers, isa much more imaginative 
ride. (Of course, given that Bride has 
a love-triangle involving a corpse, a 
murderer, pointed class commen- 
tary, and a healthy disrespect for 
organized religion, it’s pretty sub- 
versive family fare.) 

Bride stars the voice of Johnny 
Depp as Victor, who looks like 
Depp as Edgar Allan Poe. He's a 
jumpy neurotic pushed into an 
arranged marriage by his domineer- 
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ing parents, voiced by Tracey Ull- 
man and Paul Whitehouse. They’re 
“noveau riche” fishmongers who 
want to marry the family into the 
upper classes. On the flipside, bride- 
to-be Victoria (Helena Bonham 
Carter) is pushed into matrimony 
by her desperate parents, voiced by 
Joanna Lumley and Albert Finney, 
who live in a mansion with servants 
but are broke and seeking a fresh 
cash injection to restore the familial 
legacy. 

Everyday life in Victor and Victo- 
ria’s Victorian world is drab—liter- 
ally almost black and white—and 
choked with propriety, custom, and 
oppressive moralizing. They're told 
outright that marriage has nothing 
to do with love, they’re scolded for 
trying to get to know each other 
before the big day, and the raging 
vicar (Christopher Lee) casts Victor 
out of his church when the young 
man screws up his vows during 
rehearsal. And if you’re still not con- 
vinced life’s a drag, several annoy- 
ing but mercifully brief musical 
numbers jackhammer the point 
home. 

Realizing he actually does have 
strong feelings for Victoria, Victor 
flees to the woods to practice his 
vows. While reciting them he places 
the ring on what looks like a branch 
but is somehow actually the finger 
of Emily, The Corpse Bride, killed 
on the eve of her wedding, who 
rises up to claim her man. And 
despite her rot-exposed bones and 
the maggot, modeled after Peter 
Lorre, living in her face, she’s damn 
sexy, not to mention overjoyed with 
her betrothed—perhaps just because 
he’s not a necrophiliac woodsman 
with a strong sense of commitment. 

She takes the bewildered Victor 
on a whirlwind tour of the under- 
world, which is a brightly coloured, 
vivacious, graveyard Mardi Gras 
full of slightly better obvious musi- 
cal numbers, puns (the “head wait- 
er” is just a head), and references to 
the likes of Edward Gorey, Ray Har- 
ryhausen, and that famous old danc- 
ing skeleton cartoon. Sadly, unlike 
Halloween Town in Nightmare, the 
imaginative Underworld is barely 
explored and hardly explained. It’s a 
world worth exploring further than 
the glimpse the film provides. 

Likewise, none of the characters 
are fleshed out, and they pale in 
comparison to the more cartoony 
ones in Nightmare. By the time the 
cop-out ending crashes, with a con- 
trived subplot in the real world 
about Victoria going to the altar with 
opportunist scoundrel (Richard E. 
Grant), it’s clear that Burton’s 
macabre sensibility has been neutral- 
ized. 

Despite this, The Corpse Bride suc- 
ceeds as eye candy alone, a reminder 
of just how magical the barely sur- 
viving art of stop-motion animation 
can be. Really, how else could the 
puppet of a rotting woman be so 
totally hot?

JODIE FOSTER RETURNS TO THE SCREEN IN 
the airborne thriller Flightplan after a year- 
long hiatus. In recent years, the once-prolif- 
ic Academy Award winner has balanced her 
career with the raising of her children, and 
no one is more believable as a frantic moth- 
er searching for her missing daughter on a 
transatlantic flight. 

Unfortunately, she is the only one keep- 


ing the movie on course, what with direc- 
tor Robert Schwentke’s obsession with his 
endlessly tracking camera and writers Peter 
A. Dowling and Billy Ray building steady 
suspense only to leave us echoing Peggy 
Lee's eternal question: Is that all there is? 
Foster stars as Kyle Pratt, a recently 
widowed aircraft engineer traveling with 
her six-year old daughter Julia (Marlene 
Lawston) on a flight from Berlin to New 
York. Mommy designed the state-of-the 
art plane from top to bottom, so it'll be a 
safe trip. At least that’s what Kyle thinks as 
she goes to sleep with her daughter beside

her. When she wakes up, Julia is nowhere 
to be found either on the plane or manifest. 
No one has seen her, and no amount of 
stewardess soothing, cajoling, or polite 
firmness will keep desperate Kyle from 
looking for her daughter as her anxiety 
rises. When a reluctant Captain Rich (Sean 
Bean) agrees to let her keep looking, it is 
under the close watch of no-nonsense air 
marshal Jack Carson (Peter Sarsgaard). 
After all, the grieving widow just may be 
losing her mind. 

Director Schwentke is undeniably adept 
at creating somber tension and suspenseful 
mood with cameras and lighting, but gifted 
Steadicam work does not make him Hitch- 
cock. The late suspense master knew that 
success lay in solidly constructed stories 
and characters: here, everyone but Foster 
behaves like a plot device in a multiple- 
choice screenwriting exercise. The con- 
summate pro tries her best to single-hand- 
edly carry the movie, but when the great 
mystery is solved, it's with a sense of “oh, 
okay” ennui. Foster’s stalwart efforts 
ensure at least a superficially enjoyable 
brain-at-the-gate two hours, but ultimately 
this Flightplan is best filed on cheap night with 
your senses on autopilot.

Eventually, after some more extended 
dive sequences, the audience finds out that 
Scott Caan isn't the only son of a famous 
actor in the film. That's right, Josh Brolin 
really wants his cocaine back. Naturally, an 
underwater fight sequence where everyone 
looks the same because they are in scuba 
gear follows. 

How could a film featuring so many viable 
swimsuit models in the hot sun be worse 
than a film featuring so many b-movie actors 
in the dark? Because The Cave, for all its 





faults, at least delivered on its promise of 
having a cave, monsters, and Cole Hauser. 
Into the Blue, however, has neither the action, 
nor even the required level of nudity to justi- 
fy hanging around and watching Alba and 
Walker have the vacation the rest of us can't 
afford.

IF YOU LONG FOR THE RETURN OF THE 
roller disco movie that crashed with the 
1979 Linda Blair vehicle Roller Boogie, then 
Roll Bounce will be a nice nostalgic trip. If you 
want to groove along to the Sylvers hit 
“Boogie Fever” safe in the anonymity of a 
darkened theater while making that sound 
that's about as hard to write as Prince’s for- 


mer symbol, go ahead and get down. But 
you will be frustrated by writer Norman 
Vance, Jr’s decision to create a flashy but 
empty time capsule with nothing to say. 

In 1978 Chicago, Xavier Smith (rapper 
Bow Wow), known as X to his friends, 
once ruled the Palisades Gardens roller rink 
with his crew of northside ghetto boys. The 
good times come to an end with the closure 
of the Garden, forcing them to enter the 
southside's flashier Sweetwater rink, where 
a vain showboat named Sweetness (Wesley 
Jonathan) is top dog with his posse of 


preening Travolta look-alikes. The world of 
“jam skating” to soul and disco is X's release 
from grief over the death of his mother and 
a father (Chi McBride) who just can't let go. 
There's a skateoff coming up, and the Pal- 
isades boys aim to win. 

It is obvious that the star attraction in Roll 
Bounce is the skating, with plenty of tightly 
choreographed, outstanding action. But that 
is no excuse for colorless characters and a 
mind-numbingly predictable plot cluttered 
with a zillion ‘fro and metalmouth jokes.

Dave Bidini regales with tales of 
‘70s hockey, sex, and debauchery 


“YOU'RE PUBLISHING A BOOK OF 
hockey erotica?” | repeated, unsure I've just 
heard Dave Bidini correctly. It was 7 am 
after all, and | wasn't quite awake. 

“Yeah,” laughed the guitarist for the 
Rheostatics. We met recently on a morning 
TV show on which we both were gu 

Bidini is also author of five books on 
rock 'n’ roll life, being Canadian, and thus, of 
course, hockey. His newest title The Best 
Game You Can Name, recounts Bidini’s 
experiences both on and off the ice with his 
own hockey team, the Morningstars, and 
intersperses them with anecdotes from 
1970s NHL players 

It sounds like a great read, but | wanted 
to know more about the hockey erotica 
Sadly, Bidini had to do his TV interview, and 
we couldn't get into it. 

“So, hockey erotica?”

heyday in the ‘70s, a 
“real wild-and-swinging-guy era for hockey, 
with the tight trousers and the long hair,” 
says Bidini 

It was swinging, quite literally, in come 
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cases. 


“It was public knowledge that Bob Nevin 
and another player were wife swapping,” 
says Bidini 

And back then, before hockey players 
were micro-managed and heavily marketed, 
that fast-and-hard lifestyle was more cele- 
brated, he adds 

“There was a bit of that sweet, naive, 
hoser-star hockey player enjoying the ban- 
quet of life,” he laments. “I just think it’s an 
amusing era to look at in terms of sexuali- 
ry.” 

His homoerotic tale about Wayne 
Gretzky was inspired by the legions of sto- 
ries back in the ‘80s about what the 
Edmonton Oilers—a notorious party team 
at the time—and, er, their equipment got 


up to. 
“There were hazing rituals, and all this 

















sexual duplicity going on,” Bidini says. “Like 
most pro sports, it’s a very penis-centric 
culture.” 

In fact, Bidini wants to name his collec- 
tion of hockey erotica The Five Hole after 
the crotch—or fifth—hole of the goalie 
painted onto the practice mat placed in the 
net to help players learn to shoot. 

Another story he wrote for the collec- 
tion is based on a tale the legendary 
Canadian musician Bob Segarini once told 
Bidini. 

“He was playing with the Wackers at a 
bar called Moustache across from the old 
Montreal Forum, and after the gig he went 
up to the more exclusive third floor, where 
he found Bobby Hull sitting at a table sur- 
rounded by beautiful women and rolling a 
big hash joint,” Bidini retells.

Brylcreem to his hair, and check himself out 
in the mirror before heading out to the ice 
every game,” he retells. “How you looked 
in the warm up was very important.” 
In The Best Game You Can Name, Bidini 
~tells a story about Pat Hickey, who played 
for the New York Rangers, a team also 
“renowned for its partying—"they were 
known as the ‘Studio 54 team’ because they 
were at the club all the time’”—meeting 
Mariel and Margaux Hemingway and inviting

them to a game. 

“So you have this young kid from 
Brantford flying across the ice, blond hair 
flowing, making eye contact with these 
women and they're all a titer. He scored 
two goals and got an assist that night. He'd 
found the secret: he had to have the 
Hemingways there.” 

The good life wasn’t without conse- 
quences, especially because helmets weren't 
the only thing players weren't wearing for 
protection. 

“Bill Goldsworthy, who played on Team 
Canada during the 1972 Canada-Russia 
series, died of AIDS,” says Bidini. “In his last 
days, he said that it was the result of a Jot of 
indiscriminate sex, and not knowing the 
dangers.” 

But, because of the “boys will be boys” 
mentality in pro sports, this kind of thing 
isn’t talked about much, says Bidini. 

Of course, with more women on the ice 
these days, the boys club is getting a few 
feminine touches. 

In fact, not long ago Bidini headed into 
the dressing room after a game and on the 
hook next to his was a bra. And it didn't 
belong to a sports groupie giving a player a 
blowjob behind a locker.

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Feudal marriage

My feminist backbone shud- 
ders at the thought of these young 
women being bred and raised for the 
sole purpose of personal fiefdom build- 
ing. 

The argument goes: “If gays should 
be ‘free’ to marry, then why not ‘reli- 
gious freedom’ for those who choose a 
polygamous lifestyle?” I’m curious to 
hear your opinion on this and am hop- 
ing you will supply me with an intelli- 
gent retort! 

Stymied In Canada 


“Her interlocutors are wrong, wrong, 
wrong,” says E. J. Graff, author of What Is 
Marriage For?, a terrific, informative, and 
entertaining book about gay marriage. 
“They're assuming that we homos are making 
a claim to marriage under the libertarian 
argument that everyone should be free to do 
as s/he wishes. Wrong. We are arguing that 
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we already belong to the West's contempo- 
rary marriage philosophy—for capitalist and 
for feminist reasons.” 

Put your feet in the stirrups, lie back, and 
relax, SIC, because Graff is going to jam some 
steel into your shuddering feminist spine: 
“Once upon a time, the West had a ‘tradi- 
tional’ marriage philosophy.” The husband 
owned his wife, whatever children she bore 
him—you know the drill. But capitalism even- 
tually came along—thank God!—and freed us 
from those confining sex roles. “Each of us 
now has to make a living independently, based 
on individual talents and efforts rather than 
traditional roles. Over time this led to gender 
equality in both the job market and the mar- 
riage market. Between !850 and 1970, every 
developed country struck down its sex-based 
rules, both in labour (i.e., women can be 
plumbers and legislators) and in marriage (i.e., 
married women can own property, hold jobs 
without hubby's permission, have custody of 
children, and even—gasp!—say ‘no’ in bed) 
The result: Gender equality is today’s govern- 
ing public philosophy, in marriage and in much 
else, For 150 years, courts and legislatures 
have changed marriage law to fit this philoso- 
phy, under which same-sex couples fit just 
fine.” 

In other words, heterosexual marriage is 
not one man taking ownership over one 


woman, but two individuals, as equals, com- 
mitting to each other. “The only sex-based 
restriction left in marriage law,” Graff says, 
“lies in the entrance rules, where it no longer 
belongs.” 

Letting same-sex couples make the same 
gender-neutral commitment that opposite- 
sex couples make doesn’t open the doors to 
polygamy. “Traditional polygamy grows from 
exactly the opposite [of gender equality],” 
says Graff. “One man owns many wombs and 
grows lots of household labour. That is pre- 
cisely the opposite of gender equality and of 
individual-based capitalism. It violates all our 
contemporary notions of fairness and democ- 
racy. Polygamy would mean heading back- 
ward into marriage’s feudal history; same-sex 
marriage moves us forward into its equal and 
democratic future.” Now get off the table, 
SIC, and go argue with your right-wing 
acquaintances.
